Good News for Ontario A 


Thanks to your Outdoors Card and licence dollars, the 
following have been made possible: 


New Angling Opportunities 

Innovative regulations have been implemented to increase angling 
opportunities while protecting naturally reproducing fish populations. 
° Fishing seasons have been extended. 


“e Across northern Ontario, the stocking of brook trout and splake 
has created exciting new fisheries. 


* In central Ontario, lake trout angling opportunities have been 
enhanced while sustaining native populations. 


° In selected southern Ontario waters, special regulations are 
allowing species such as muskellunge, rainbow and brown trout 
and yellow perch to rebuild. 


Progress on the Great Lakes 

On Lake Ontario, lake trout and lake sturgeon are showing signs of 
recovery. In 1997, MNR resumed stocking of coho salmon in Lake 

- Ontario and these coho salmon have started to show up in the fish- 
ery. In 1999, young, naturally reproduced Atlantic salmon were 
found in Lake Ontario tributaries for the first time in over a century. 


While walleye and yellow perch continue to be fish species of partic- 
ular interest to anglers on Lake Erie, the lake’s tremendous 
smallmouth bass angling is attracting more attention from anglers. 
There are also signs that muskellunge are extending their range 
westward from the Niagara River to the Long Point area. 


On Lake Huron, rehabilitation of lake trout and rainbow trout stocks 
is a priority. The native lake trout population near Parry Sound con- 
tinues to make a comeback. Along with angling organizations, 
cottager associations and other government agencies, MNR is devel- 
oping a walleye management plan to increase the abundance of this 
species in eastern Georgian Bay. 


Lake Superior has seen dramatic recovery of naturally reproducing 
lake trout in recent years, with a reduced reliance on stocking to sup- 
port the fishery. MNR biologists and partners are also examining 
ways to manage the lake’s legendary and highly prized “coaster” 
strain of brook trout. 


_ Expanded Fish Culture and Stocking 

Fish production and stocking from MNR’s 10 provincial fish hatch- 

eries have increased to more than eight million fish per year. 

® Increased use of aircraft has allowed the stocking of remote 
waters. 

® Production of larger yearling fish for put-grow-take stocking is 
being tested at several MNR hatcheries. This should ensure better 
survival in the wild and better angling in the years ahead. 


® A pilot project has been initiated to test the feasibility of expand- 
ing walleye production at the Blue Jay Creek Fish Culture Station 
on Manitoulin Island. 


© Anew “advanced rearing” building is being constructed at the 
White Lake Fish Culture Station north of Kingston that will 
increase the number of fish raised from 600,000 to more than 
one million annually. 


More Partnership Projects 

All over Ontario, individuals and organizations are working on fish 
and wildlife conservation projects, supported by $1 million in fund- 
ing from the Community Fisheries and Wildlife Involvement Program 
(CFWIP). In 1999, thousands of volunteers rehabilitated fish habitat, 
restored watersheds and marshes, produced fish for stocking local 
waters and assisted with fisheries assessment programs. In fact, last 
year more than 550 CFWIP projects were carried out, an increase of 
75 projects over the previous year. 


Strong Enforcement of Conservation Laws 

MNR has maintained a high level of staffing and operational support 
for fish and wildlife enforcement. Special canine teams and flying 
units have been formed and major upgrades have been made to 
enforcement vehicles and field equipment. Advanced technology 
such as computer modelling and DNA analysis assists conservation 
officers in convicting resource abusers. The new Fish and Wildlife 
Conservation Act is an important tool for fisheries conservation and 
management. 


The Fish and Wildlife Guardian program was launched in the fall of 
1999. Guardians are volunteers — trained by MNR — who assist the 
ministry's compliance efforts by acting as eyes and ears for 
conservation officers. 


Improved Public Consultation 

MNR‘s fisheries programs emphasize public involvement in decision- 
making.

Through the creation of the provincial Fish and Wildlife Advisory 
Board, the government provided greater opportunity for resource 
users to directly influence how fisheries budgets are spent. Working 
closely with stakeholders, MNR develops fisheries management deci- 
sions which protect the resource, while offering diverse angling 
opportunities. 


With your support, further advances in fisheries management will ensure that Ontario continues 
to provide some of the best angling on the continent. 


ntario’s Fish and Wildlife 

Advisory Board is proud of its 
contribution to fish and wildlife pro- 
grams dedicated to sustainable fishing, 
hunting, and trapping in the province. 


Established in 1995, our 11-member 
Board provides advice to the Minister 
of Natural Resources on the most effec- 
tive use of fish and wildlife revenues 
and on related program matters. Our 
recommendations have had positive results in a number of areas 
such as more funding for fish and wildlife law enforcement, revital- 
ization of the Community Fisheries and Wildlife Involvement 
Program, the creation of a marketing initiative to promote fishing 
and hunting in Ontario, and enhanced fish stocking.

For _ 
example, we look forward to being involved in the development of a 
Heritage Hunting and Fishing Act, the unveiling of new guidelines 
and improvements to the Community Fisheries and Wildlife 
Involvement Programs, the launching of a new provincial fishing web 
site, and increasing our linkages with local fish and wildlife stake- 
holders across the province.

Residents of Ontario 


Most Canadian residents need a licence to fish in Ontario. Fishing 
licences are sold by more than 2,000 licence issuers, with all sales 
revenue used to manage the resource. If you are fishing in Ontario 
for the first time, we welcome you and offer this information to guide 
you through the purchase of your first Outdoors Card and fishing 
licence tag. If your Outdoors Card has expired, don’t wait — order 
your new card and licence tags today. For information on non-resi- 
dent licence requirements, see page 4. 


) 
What is an Outdoors Card? 
An Outdoors Card is a plastic, wallet-sized, identification card to 
which your Ontario fishing licence tag is affixed. It acts as a durable 
carrier for your licence tag for three calendar years. 


Who needs an Outdoors Card to fish in Ontario? 
You need an Ontario-issued Outdoors Card and a fishing licence tag 
to fish in Ontario if: 
_ ® you are a resident of Canada; 
_ AND 

® you are at least 18 years old but have not reached your 65th birth- 

day. 
Certain exemptions apply if you live in Ontario and are disabled or 
if you belong to an Ontario Aboriginal community (See page 2). 


Is an Outdoors Card a fishing licence? 

No. A complete and valid licence to fish consists of an Outdoors 
Card plus a fishing licence tag. If you do ‘not have a current 
Outdoors Card when you buy your fishing licence, a temporary 
paper licence enables you to fish until you receive your Outdoors 
Card in the mail. 


How do | get an Outdoors Card if | have never had 
one before? 

A resident of Canada who has never had an Outdoors Card may 
apply for an Outdoors Card to go fishing in one of several ways. 
The way you select depends on how soon you want to go fishing: 


If you do not intend to go fishing right away you can submit an 
application and payment to the Outdoors Card Customer Service 
Centre through the mail. You will receive the card and fishing licence 
tag you selected in approximately five to six weeks. 


You can get an Outdoors Card application by calling 1-800-387-7011 
from anywhere in Canada. The application will be mailed to you. 


If you want to fish right away, the following temporary paper 
licences and Outdoors Card Application are available from more 
than 2,000 licence issuers across the province: 
® Resident Sport Fishing Licence — 

AND 
® Resident Conservation Fishing Licence 

(both licences include an Outdoors Card Application) 


These temporary paper licences are effective immediately upon pur- 
chase, and are valid for fishing until the end of the calendar year. 
The fee for either of these licences includes the cost of the 3-year 
Outdoors Card. You will automatically be mailed the plastic 3-year 
Outdoors Card bearing your 1-year fishing licence tag by the end 
of the calendar year. 


My Outdoors Card has expired. How do | renew it? 
The date on which your Outdoors Card expires is shown on the front 
of your card (centre right). To avoid any lapse in your privileges, it is 
recommended that you renew your card as soon as you receive your 
renewal package. This package is automatically mailed to you in the 
fall of the year in which your card expires. 


You may renew your Outdoors Card in any of four ways: 

@ in Ontario, by using the toll-free automated telephone system 
and your Visa or MasterCard. This is the fastest and easiest 
way to renew! Be sure to have your Outdoors Card number on 
hand when you call. Call 1-800-288-1155. Please allow two to 
three weeks for your card to reach you. 


in Ontario, at any of 60 ServiceOntario Kiosk locations. 
ServiceOntario Kiosks accept Visa and MasterCard transactions as 
well as bank debit cards. You will need your Outdoors Card num- 
ber when you renew. Please allow three weeks for your card to 
reach you. 


from anywhere in Canada, by mail using the renewal package 
sent to you in the fall of the year in which your Outdoors Card 
expires. For the convenience of Outdoors Card holders, a renewal 
package is sent automatically so you can renew before your cur- 
rent card expires. Payment may be made by Visa, MasterCard, 
cheque or money order. You will have your card five to six weeks 
after you submit your renewal. If you have misplaced your pack- 
age, call 1-800-387-7011 for a replacement. 


® in Ontario, by purchasing a Resident Sport Fishing Licence and 
Outdoors Card Application OR a Resident Conservation Fishing 
Licence and Outdoors Card Application from a licence issuer. 
The fee for either of these includes the cost of a 3-year Outdoors 
Card. You will automatically be mailed the plastic 3-year 
Outdoors Card by the end of the calendar year. 


| have a current Outdoors Card, but my licence tag has 
expired. How do | get a tag for this year? 

One year fishing licence tags are available from more than 2,000 
licence issuers across the province. Licences are often available from 
tourist outfitters’ camps and lodges, summer camps, and sporting 
goods or bait dealers. In smaller communities, they may be available 
at general stores or other retail establishments. 


What is the definition of a resident of Ontario? 

A resident of Ontario is defined as a person whose primary resi- 
dence is in Ontario and who has lived in Ontario for a period of at 
least six months during the previous 12 months prior to applying for 
a licence. 


What is the definition of a resident of Canada? 

A resident of Canada is defined as a person whose primary resi- 
dence is in Canada and who has lived in Canada for a period of at 
least six months during the previous 12 months prior to-applying for 
a licence. 


What is the definition of a disabled Ontario resident? 

A disabled Ontario resident, under the Fish and Wildlife 

Conservation Act regulations, is someone who is eligible for and is 

in possession of EITHER: 

® a Canadian National Institute for the Blind National Identity Card; 
OR 

® an Ontario Ministry of Transportation disabled person parking 
permit (or a photocopy of both the front and back of the permit). 
A person carrying a photocopy of the permit may be asked to 
show the original permit at a later date. 


In addition, a person who has an intellectual impairment and 
requires the assistance of another person in order to fish may fish 
without a licence. 


NOTE: the disability exemption is available to Ontario residents only. 


Do Aboriginal people need an Oufdoors Card? 
Except as provided for in some specific cases for conservation rea- 
sons, members of Ontario Aboriginal communities, having 
established aboriginal and treaty rights, do not require an Outdoors 
Card or Ontario fishing licence tag to fish for: 
® personal use on their home reserve; 

OR 


® within their known treaty or traditional territory. 


Personal use is defined as for food, social or ceremonial purposes. 


Individuals should be prepared to provide identification showing 
their community membership. 


What types of fishing licence tags are available to 
residents of Ontario and Canada? 

There are four licence tags offered to Ontario residents and 
Canadian residents, for the back of the Outdoors Card: 

© 3-year Resident Sport Fishing Licence Tag 

© 3-year Resident Conservation Fishing Licence Tag 

© 1-year Resident Sport Fishing Licence Tag 

® 1-year Resident Conservation Fishing Licence Tag 


Purchasing a 3-year fishing licence tag is the easiest way to maintain. 
your fishing privileges for the term of your Outdoors Card. 


The 3-year fishing licence tag is available: 

e when renewing your Outdoors Card using the toll-free renewal 
line (1-800-288-1155) and a Visa/MasterCard; 
when renewing your Outdoors Card from a ServiceOntario Kiosk. 
when renewing your Outdoors Card with the pre-printed 
renewal application automatically sent to Outdoors Card holders 
when their card is about to expire; 

e when applying for your Outdoors Card with a paper application 
obtained from the Outdoors Card Centre; 

NOTE: this three year licence option does not apply to the “Resident 

Sport Fishing Licence and Outdoors Card Application” or the 

“Resident Conservation Licence and Outdoors Card Application”, as 

these are one year options only. 


The 1-year fishing licence tag is also available to the holder of an 
Outdoors Card. One-year tags expire on December 31 in the year in 
which they are purchased. To maintain fishing privileges in the follow- 
ing year, the angler must purchase another 1-year licence tag from a 
licence issuer. 


What is a Resident Sport Fishing Licence Tag? 

For conservation reasons, fishing laws limit the number of fish an angler 
may catch or possess. The number depends on the type of licence the 
angler holds, the fish species, where the fish is caught and, in some cases, 


the size of the fish. 


With a Resident Sport Fishing Licence Tag affixed to the Outdoors 
Card, the angler is eligible to catch and possess fish as specified 
beside the “S” on the Division/Species Table following each regional 
map in this summary. The Resident Sport Fishing Licence Tag is for 
anglers who wish to have full catch and possession fishing privileges. 


The Resident Sport Fishing Licence tag is available for three year or 
for one year periods.

Catch and possession limits are specified on the Division/Species 
Table following each regional map in this summary. The limit for the 
angler with a Conservation licence is indicated with a “C’. 


The Resident Conservation Fishing Licence Tag is ideal for the angler 
who wishes to live release a majority of the fish caught, or in the 
case of certain species, all of the fish caught. The holder of a 
Resident Conservation Fishing Licence Tag must quickly and carefully 
live release all fish of the following species: 


® muskellunge; 

© Atlantic salmon; 
® sturgeon; and, 
© aurora trout. 


The Resident Conservation Fishing Licence Tag is available for three 
year or for one year periods. 


What is a Resident 1-Day Fishing Licence? 

Residents who wish to fish for one day only may take advantage of 
the Resident 1-Day Fishing Licence. This licence might be the choice of 
someone going for a day's excursion on a charter boat. 


Catch and possession limits for holders of the Resident 1-Day Fishing 
Licence are specified on the Division/Species Table following each 
regional map.

Ontario? 

Anyone who lives outside of Canada is considered a non-resident 

for the purposes of fishing licence regulations. Most non-residents 

need a fishing licence to fish in Ontario. Specifically: 

® Non-residents 18 years of age and over must purchase a fishing 
licence. 

® Non-residents under 18 years of age may fish without a licence 
if accompanied by a licenced adult. Any fish caught are part of 
the catch and possession limit of the adult who holds the licence. 
As another option, non-residents under 18 years may purchase 
a licence and any fish caught apply to the catch and possession 
limits of that licence. 


NOTE: Non-residents camping on Crown land in Northwestern 
Ontario (Divs. 20, 21, 22, 22A, 24, 31, 33 and 34) must observe 
Conservation Licence limits except for in the border waters area 


(page 80). 


For non-resident groups of children (at least five people under the 
age of 18 years accompanied by a licenced adult) there is a special 
Licence for Members of an Organized Camp. This licence is avail- 
able from Ministry of Natural Resources offices. 


Where can | purchase a non-resident’s fishing licence? 
Non-resident anglers may purchase a fishing licence that is effective 
immediately at more than 2,000 locations throughout the province. 
Licences are often available from tourist outfitters’ camps and lodges, 
summer camps, and sporting goods or bait dealers. In smaller communi- 
ties, they may be available at general stores or other retail establishments. 


A range of licences is offered to suit individual needs.

Fishing Laws 


Both federal and provincial laws regulate fishing in Ontario. These 
laws are designed to protect Ontario's fisheries, allowing recre- 
ational anglers and commercial fishers fair use of these resources 
now, while preserving them for the future. All anglers have the 
responsibility of obeying these laws. It is against the law to catch, try 
to catch, or possess any species if it is contrary to fishery regulations 
to do so. If you catch a fish illegally, return it immediately to the 
water (see Tips on Live Release of Fish, page 8). 


Fisheries Act 

The main federal law with respect to fishing is the Fisheries Act, 
which protects and conserves fish and fish habitat. The Fisheries Act 
is used to regulate such things as fishing seasons, catch and posses- 
sion limits, size limits, and fish sanctuaries. The Act also makes it 
illegal to harm fish habitat which is defined as “spawning grounds 
and nursery, rearing, food supply and migration areas on which fish 
depend directly or indirectly, in order to carry out their life 
processes.” Ontario conservation officers and deputy conservation 
officers are Fishery Officers with power to enforce the Fisheries Act. 


The penalties for fishing offences against the Fisheries Act can 
include up to a maximum of:

Fish and Wildlife Conservation Act 

The Fish and Wildlife Conservation Act is the main provincial law 
regulating fishing. This Act is used to create different types of fishing 
licences and also to regulate such things as ice huts. The Fish and 
Wildlife Conservation Act is enforced by conservation officers and 
deputy conservation officers. 


The penalties for fishing offences against the Fish and Wildlife 
Conservation Act can include:

Conservation Officers 

Conservation officers have powers of inspection, arrest, search and 
seizure under the various statutes they enforce, including the Fish 
and Wildlife Conservation Act and the Fisheries Act. When carrying 
out his or her duties, or investigating an offence under these statutes 
or the corresponding regulations, a conservation officer may do the 
following: 

® Stop and inspect a vehicle, boat or aircraft; 

Ask questions relevant to the inspection; 

Inspect buildings or other places; 

Search with a warrant; 


Search without a warrant in circumstances requiring immediate 
action; 

® Seize items related fo an offence; 

© Arrest anyone the conservation officer believes has committed, is 
committing, or is about to commit an offence of these Acts. 


Conservation officers operate random “Fish Check Stations” throughout 
the year. At these stations, conservation officers collect information on 
fish caught by anglers and make sure the regulations are obeyed in 
order to manage and protect Ontario’s fisheries resources. 


General Fishing Regu at 


Definition of Angling 

Angling means fishing with a line that is held in the hand or is 
attached to a rod that is held in the hand or closely attended, and 
to which one or more hooks are attached. 


Open Seasons 

Fishing season opening and closing dates vary depending on the 
species and the area. It is illegal to attempt fo catch fish for 
which the season is closed, even if you are going to release 
them. Closed seasons protect fish at vulnerable times of the year, 
especially when they are spawning or protecting their young. For 
example, if adult bass are caught in the spring, the eggs and 
young bass are left unprotected, and are likely to be eaten by 
predators. To prevent large losses to these populations, the bass 
fishing season in most areas begins at the end of June, after the 
young are large enough to fend for themselves. 


Please see the Map Specific Regulations to determine the fishing 
seasons for waterbodies in Maps A, B, C, D and E. 


Unless stated otherwise, species that are not listed (such as cat- 
fish, sucker and rockbass) have a year-round open season. 


Fish Sanctuaries 

No fishing of any kind is permitted in a fish sanctuary. Some 
bodies of water, or parts of them, are declared fish sanctuaries 
during certain times of the year. Fish sanctuaries are noted in the 
“Exceptions to the General Regulations” following the 
Division/Species Tables for Maps A, B, C, D and E. Note also that 
fish sanctuary areas are not always marked with signs. If you are 
at all uncertain, check with the local MNR office before fishing. 


Catch and Possession Limits 

Fishery laws limit the number of fish you may catch or possess. The 
number depends on the type of licence you hold, the species, where 
they are caught and, in some cases, their size. Note that for some 
species there are no limits. In these cases no reference will be 
made to a limit in this Fishing Summary. 


The catch limit is the number of fish you are allowed to catch and . 


keep in one day. The possession limit is the number you are 
allowed to have in your possession on hand, in cold storage, in 
transit, etc. Possession limits are the same as one day's catch limit 
except where otherwise specified. 


Where a lower limit is referenced in the “Exceptions to the 
General Regulations”, the lower limit also applies to conservation 
licence holders, if the referenced lower limit is less than the con- 
servation licence limit. 


It is illegal to destroy, or to allow to spoil, fish which have been 
lawfully caught and which are suitable for food. 


Size Limits 

A variety of size restrictions apply to some species and waterbod- 
ies (see Map, A, B, C, D or E). Unless otherwise stated, size limits 
refer to total length, which is a measure from the tip of the mouth 
with the jaws closed to the tip of the tail, with the tail fin lobes 
compressed to give the maximum possible length. 


For some waterbodies, the regulation may specify a size limit that 
is a fork length. Fork length is a measure from the tip of the mouth 
with the jaws closed to the central part of the tail fin (See page 6). If 
you catch a fish in a restricted size range, you must release it imme- 
diately. (See Tips on Live Release of Fish, page 8). 


Provincial regulations are established using the metric system. The 
conversion to inches has been rounded to one decimal place for 
the convenience of anglers. 


Gear Restrictions 


Hooks and Lines 
An angler may use only one line, except for ice fishing, or unless 
otherwise stated. 


A fishing line must not have more than four hooks. On an artifi- 
cial lure, a gang containing up to three hooks is considered to be 
one hook. In all other situations, a double hook counts as two 
hooks; and a treble hook counts as three hooks. 


Barbless Hooks 

In most waters where barbless hooks are required, a line must 
have no more than one barbless hook attached to it. Any extra 
hooks must be removed from lures. A barbless hook means a 
hook that was made without a barb or has had its barb, either 
completely removed, or compressed so that it is completely in con- 
tact with the shaft of the hook. 


Artificial Lures 
In some waters, artificial lures are required. An artificial lure 
means a hook or lure with no organic bait attached. 


Artificial Flies 

An artificial fly means a single or double hook dressed with silk, 

tinsel, wool, fur, feathers or other such material. It does not include 

a weight or a spinning device. Only artificial flies are allowed as 

bait in: 

© East Goulais River from Laughing Lake in Menard Twp. to the 
Goulais River (Div.

In the Great Lakes, the St. Clair, Detroit, Niagara, and St. Mary's 
rivers, Lake George and Munuscong Lake, alewife and yellow perch 
may also be used as bait. 

NOTE; The use or possession of live fish for bait is not allowed in 
certain waters. [See the “Exceptions to the General Regulations” for 
waterbodies where the use or possession of bait is prohibited, or con-

Other Types of Bait 

Crayfish, leeches, northern leopard frogs (Rana pipiens), green frogs 
(Rana clamitans), and worms may be used as bait.

Capture of Bait by Anglers 

Bait-fish 

Only resident anglers with a valid fishing licence may capture their 

own bait-fish for personal use, using a bait-fish trap, dip- net or 

seine, subject to the following restrictions: 

® A recreational angler, who catches their own bait-fish for per- 
sonal use, may have no more than 120 bait-fish in their 
possession at any time. 


Anglers who catch their own bait-fish for personal use, can no 
longer possess up to 18 kilograms (40 Ibs.) of bait-fish during 
the winter months. The 120 bait-fish limit now applies year- 
round, 

® To catch bait, anglers may use only one bait-fish trap (no more 
than 51 cm (20 in.) long and 31 cm (12.2 in.) wide). If you use 
a bait-fish trap, it must be clearly marked with your name. A 
trap can be used day or night at any time of the year in all divi- 
sions, except Divisions 13 and 23. [See the “Exceptions to the

Non-Angling Methods of Capturing Fish 
Anyone with a valid Resident Fishing Licence may fish using angling 
gear, one dip-net, one seine, bow and arrow or spear. Opportunities 
and restrictions on non-angling activities are outlined in the following 
tables. Licence holders may also obtain, without charge from MNR 
offices, the permit required to dip-net for pink salmon, whitefish and 
herring in specified areas of the province. 


Persons with a valid Non-Resident Fishing Licence may fish with a 
_ single dip-net or seine net for smelt, and a bow and arrow for carp, 
sucker and coarse fish under the conditions outlined below. 


Before fishing, check the Map Specific Regulations for the area and 
water body you will be fishing in for any exceptions or additional 
restrictions. 


It is illegal to: 

@ catch or kill a fish by impaling or snagging it with a hook through 
any part of the body other than the mouth. (Any fish hooked in 
this way must be released immediately. See Tips on Live Release of 
Fish on page 8);

fish with or possess a baited or unbaited snagger for use in fishing;

Commercial Fishir 


The commercial fishing industry in Ontario, which is primarily focused 
on the Great Lakes, harvests fish using trawls and a variety of station- 
ary nets. All nets must be identified by means of buoys, stakes, and 
markers which identify the owner of the net and the location of the 
beginning or end of the net. Besides these markers, there may be 
additional buoys (e.g. plastic or steel cans) that indicate intermediate 
portions of the net or anchor lines. Boaters should be aware that, 
because the length of some nets may exceed several thousand 
meters, it may not be possible to see both ends. 


To ensure safe boating in areas where commercial fishing activity takes 
place, please consider the following: 


1. Many retail and wholesale freshwater fish outlets dre operated by 
commercial fishers, and information regarding local net marking 
systems may be obtained by talking with their staff. 


2. Many local yacht clubs, sailing clubs, power squadrons, and mari- 
nas have information regarding commercial fishing activities in 
local waters. In some cases, detailed maps of fishing locations and 
specific markings may be available. 


3. Treat commercial fishing gear with the same caution as any other 
floating device, apparatus or debris. 


4. When a net marker is encountered it may be possible to observe 
which way the net runs under the water. During summer months, 
when nets are usually set in cooler deeper water, the direction the 
nets run may not be determined as easily. 


5. Unmarked nets should be reported immediately to the closest 
Ministry of Natural Resources office. 


6. Lures and other sharp foreign objects stuck in commercial nets are 
hazards to commercial fishers. 


7. Tampering with commercial fishing gear is dangerous to boaters, 
and is an offence under the Fisheries Act. 


8. If your gear accidentally becomes entangled in a commercial net, 
and you cannot disentangle your equipment from the net, contact 
the commercial operator immediately. 


9. Entanglement of cannonballs may present a serious and dangerous 
situation to boaters. Cannonball cables, if not released from the net 
immediately, can act like an anchor. If this occurs, the downrigger 
line should be cut immediately with wire cutters. 


10. Where the trawl industry operates, boaters should recognize that 
maneuvering a trawler can be very difficult. Be aware that standard 
boating rules and regulations apply when encountering any large 
commercial fishing vessel.

Laws to Help Stop 


the Spread of Exot 


Harmful exotic species are often spread unknowingly. As an angler 
or boater, you should always take precautions to help stop the 
spread of exotic species. You should also be aware that there are 
laws in place to help ensure that unauthorized introductions do not 
take place. 


A licence is required to: 

® Stock fish into Ontario waters. 

® Ship or transport live fish other than bait-fish taken from a 
waterbody. 


® Transfer and deposit fish taken from one waterbody into another. 


Import leeches into Ontario for use as bait. Only the holder of a 
commercial bait licence may bring live leeches into Ontario for 
use as bait. 


It is illegal to: 

® Release bait-fish, including crayfish or any other live fish, except 
into the body of water from which they were taken. If you are 
not sure what lake or river they came from, do not release them. 

® Release aquarium fish into Ontario waters. 

® Import into Ontario for use as bait any live fish, live crayfish, or 
live salamanders. 

® Possess a ruffe, except when transporting a dead specimen to a 
MNR office. 

® Use live smelt as bait or possess live or dead smelt while fishing 
in Division 22, 22A, 30, 31 and 32 in Northwestern Ontario.

Remember: 

® Take care when cleaning smelt. Do not rinse equipment or dump 
entrails into a lake or river. Fertilized smelt eggs can easily start 
an invasion of a new watershed. 

© Never release or flush aquarium pets, plants or water into nat- 
ural waters, drainage ditches or sewers. 


By spreading the word and taking action against exotic species you 
will help conserve Ontario’s healthy fisheries!

Fish can accumulate contaminants to levels that may pose a health hazard to the 
public. To protect the health of those who consume sport fish, the Ontario 
Government tests fish from lakes and rivers throughout the province for a wide 
variety of contaminants such as mercury, PCBs, DDT, mirex, toxaphene and diox- 
ins. The results of this testing program are made available through the Guide to 
Eating Ontario Sport Fish. The Guide provides species and size-specific advice 
on fish consumption from more than 1,600 locations throughout Ontario.

¢ don’t wade into moving water. Be sure of your footing and watch for obstacles. 


® stay sober. Drinking and operating a power vessel is just as dangerous and illegal as drinking and driving a 
car. 


When Swimming... 


® stay away from dams and spillways where strong undertows and turbulence can overcome you without 
warning. Obey all “No Swimming” signs. 


@ always swim with a buddy. 
® never dive or jump from structures into the water. 


If you fall into the headwaters above a dam, or into the tailrace area below, swim diagonally to shore with the 
current or edge along the floating barrier in the headwaters to shore. Do not try to retrieve a swamped vessel.

Northeastern Ontario: 
Home of the Beautiful Aurora Trout 


One of the rarest fish in the world lives in Ontario. 


Never widespread in its distribution, the aurora trout almost disappeared due 
to habitat changes resulting from acid rain. Aurora trout were saved from 
extinction by a captive breeding program developed by the MNR’s 
Hill’s Lake Hatchery, located near Englehart. The hatchery pro- 
gram has been so successful that auroras are now stocked in nine 
northern Ontario lakes, and angling opportunities are provided in 
several of these lakes each year, on a rotational basis. 


In 2000, you’re invited to fish for this beautiful color variant of brook trout in these 
Division 19 lakes: 


¢ Big Club Lake (Bond and Macklem Townships) 
¢ Nayowin Lake (Burrows Township). 
¢ Pallet Lake (Nordica Township) 


The open season is August 1 to October 15. Live fish may not be used as bait or possessed for use as bait. The 
catch and possession limit is one fish, if you are fishing with a Sport Fishing licence.

Some Crown lands, however, have restricted travel zones for 
forest fire prevention, officially closed forest access roads and areas posted 
with signs to prohibit all or certain kinds of travel. Non-residents, except 
those using the services of a commercial outfitter, require a permit to camp 
on Crown lands north of the French and Mattawa Rivers.

Genetics -— The Basis of Ontario’s Natural Diversity 


The MNR Fish Genetics Unit provides genetic information on a wide 
range of Ontario fish species. Genetic variation in hatchery broodstocks is 


monitored to maintain healthy and 
diverse fish populations in stocked 


waters. Forensic identification of fish 


provides our Conservation Officers 


with their newest enforcement tool.

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Hydroacoustics — A Window Into the World of Freshwater Fish 


Hydroacoustic technology offers 
an efficient means of sampling 
the vast number of lakes in 
Ontario. This technology has 
been widely used in marine 
environments. MNR research is 
developing ways of applying the 
technology in freshwater. 


Like an angler’s fish finder, sonar 
equipment used in research emits 
pulses and analyzes echoes to 
determine bottom depth and the 
location and size of fish. Research 
equipment employs more 
sensitive sonar technology and 
includes a computer that stores 
the data and performs complex 
analyses. Researchers can then 
map lake depth, describe the 
spatial distribution of organisms, 
and estimate the abundance of 
fish and plankton.
